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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is responsive to the amendments filed September 8, 2008. In the instant 
amendment, claims 1 and 6 have been amended. 

2. The 35 USC section 101 rejection over claims 6-11 is withdrawn in view of 

Applicant's amendments. 

3. Claims 1-11 have been examined, and all remained pending claims now are being 
allowed. 

Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

4. As Applicants pointed out in the Remarks, the prior art of record (Windows XP Guide, 
Cadiz, and Smith) do not disclose and/or fairly suggest at least claimed limitations in 
independent claim 1: 

"...one of the respective namespaces is a Desktop namespace, the Desktop 
namespace including elements in the sidebar, and wherein a BasketControl control 
allows one or more elements to be added to the sidebar; and 

an object model that can be used by each of the groups of services, the object 
model including: 

an Explorerltem object that describes items that can be presented to a user, 

a Library object that describes a query against the Explorerltem, 

a ViewFields object that projects data from the Explorerltem object to the user, 

and 

a StorageFavorites object that describes a link to a dynamic list generated from 
the Library object." And, similarly in such manners as recited in independent claim 6 
(Remarks, pp. 9-14). 

These claimed limitations are not present in the prior art of record and would not 
have been obvious, thus all pending claims 1-11 are allowed.
